Changes in London 


and Tel Aviv

The Foreign Office announced 
yesterday that ~ the Queen has been 
pleased to approve that Her Majesty's 
‘Diplomatic Mission at Tel Aviv should 
be raised in status from a Legation to 
an Embassy.” 

British legations in Jordan, 


Lebanon, and Syria have. also been. 


raised to embassies. 

Commenting on the raising of the 
status of British missions .in- Israel and 
the Arab countries, British Foreign 
Office official said this was a recognition 
of the increasing importance which the 
British Government atiaches to the rela- 
tions. with these countries. 

Both Israel and Great Britain have for 
some time been desirous of raising the 
status of their Legations, Until yester- 
day the Untned States was the only 
country which had an embassy tn Israel. 

The Britush Minister to Israel. who now 
becomes. an Ambassador, is Sir Francis 
Evans.

The elevation of the Israeli Legations 
in London and Paris to the status of 
embassies. has been officially. announced 
by the Israeli Foreign Office. This step 
had been taken in agreement with the 
Briush and French Governmenis, which 
have similarly decided to raise the status 
of their diplomatic missions Israel. 

Mr. Eliahu Elath, the Israel Minister 
in London, thus becomes the first Israel: 
Ambassador to Britain. Before being 
appointed Minister in London he had 
hech the.

The British Government granted de 
facto recognition to Israel on January 
29, 1949, and jure recognition on 
April 27, 1950. The late Dr. Mordecai 
Eliash presented his credentials to’ King 
George Vl on July $5, 1949. 

The first British Minister to Israel was 
Sir Alexander Knox Helm who arrived 
in Tel Aviv in May. 1949. Sir Knox 
was succeeded by Sir Francis Evans last

THE JEWISH MUSEUM 


A Link With 1859 
By ALFRED RUBENS 


The outbreak of war between. 


Spain and Morocco in 1859 led to a 
mass exodus of Moroccan . Jews, 
some 2,000 of whom found shelter 
at Gibraltar. A subscription list was 
opened in London; but the imme- 
diate relief work was undertaken on 
the spot by the Governor, General 
Sir William John Codrington. Ata 
special meeting of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies in November, 1859, a 
resolution was passed thanking him 
“for his humanity and extraordi- 
nary kindness to the poor refugees.” 
The following is an extract from 
THE JewisH CHRONICLE, June 1, 
1860: 

MONTREAL.—TESTIMONIAL TO 
SiR WILLIAM CODRINGTON.—Since 
our last, we have been favoured with 
a copy of a letter transmitted to Sir 
Wm. Codrington with the testi- 
monial presented by the Jewish 
ladies of Canada, as a token of their 
gratitude for the kindness he 
evinced towards their suffering co- 
religionists. The testimonial, as we

have before stated, was in the shape 
of a copy of Leeser’s Quarto Bible. 
beautifully bound blue velvet 
with silver ornaments, including the 
engraving of the distinguished 
veterans coat of arms, and an 
appropriate inscription, It was 
inclosed in a birdseye maple case 
lined with satin, the lock, key, and 
hinges of silver. 

The following is the letter: I, 
Tiger Lynde, Montreal.. March 29, 
1860. To.Sir Wm. Codrington, 
K.C.B.. Honoured Sir:-—-The mail 
which first brought us the intelli- 
gence of the flight from Morocco, 
of our sadly afflicted co-religionists, 
also. brought us the consolatory 
tidings of the kindness and genero- 
sity with which you hastened to 
alleviate their sufferings; and by 
later. accounts we see. that your 
benevolent efforts in favour of our 
d stressed brethren have not stopped 
there. Need we say with what feel- 
ings of admiration and gratitude we 
view. so benevolent a_philanthro- 
pist? May. the Jewish ladies of 
Canada beg your acceptance of the 
accompanying trifle; as a memento 
of our high appreciation of. your 
spontaneous generosity to our suffer- 
ing brethren’? The Book we have 
selected is one which, handed down 
to us aS God's chosen people, yet 
forms the basis of all civilisation, 
and will yet be the bond of union 
between all nations. In it we are 
enjoined most emphatically not only 
to love our brother, but also the 
stranger and seldom has _ this 
beautiful precept been more nobly 
carried out than by yourself 
towards the stranger—who clung to 
vour rock for protection. Our grati- 
tude. like theirs, will be undying, 
and that ‘the Lord may preserve 
thee. that the Lord may cause His 
face to shine upon thee, that the 
Lord may light His countenance 
upon thee and give thee peace,’ will 
be the constant prayer of the Jewish 
ladies of Canada. Mrs. S. Benjamin, 
Secretary, Jewish Messenger.” 


General Codrington died in 1884. 
His grandson, Colonel G, R. Codring- 
ton, recently presented the Bible 
mentioned above to the Jewish 
Museum, where it can now be seen. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


LIFE AFTER DEATH 


That it may be well with thee, and 
that thou mayest prolong thy days. 
(Deut. xxii, 7.) 


HE reward for sending away 

the mother bird before taking 

the young is length of days. 
So. too, we are told, is the reward 
of honouring parents. The Talmud 
tells of the young man who, in 
obedience to the order of his father, 
climbed a tree and sent the mother 
bird away before taking the young, 
but who fell on his way down and 
was killed. “ Where are the many 
days of life promised to him?” the 
sceptic asks. | 
~The answer recorded the 
Talmud in the name of the second- 
century teacher of Judaism, R. 
Jacob, is that the reward “that it 
may be well with thee” refers to 
life in the world in which all ts well, - 
and “that thou mayest prolong thy 
days” refers to the world in which 
there is life without end. 

This doctrine has been held up to 
ridicule as a base doctrine, mainly on 
two counts. First, it is argued that 
the belief has been fostered by reli- 
gious leaders with a vested Interest. in 
preserving the status quo in the social 
life of mankind ; by directing the eves 
of their followers Heavenwards, it ts 
claimed, these leaders effectively divert 
their attention from the. social evils 
to be put right here on earth. 
Secondly, it is argued that this is a 
cowardly doctrine, the belief of a man 
who is afraid to die. What 1s the 
Jewish answer. to these. criticisms ? 


S io the first; Judaism has never 

tired of reminding us that we 
acquire our immortality by striving to 
make. this world a better piace in 
which to live. “ Preoccupation with 
the material concerns and well-being 
of our fellows,” remarked a chaSsidic 
rabbi, “is. true spirituality.” The 
founder of the chassidic movement 
taught that God allows humans to 
doubt His existence, for were such 
doubts impossible the overwhelming 
tendency would be for men to leave 


~ social improvement to Him, and real 


human sympathy and »iitleid. would 
be unknown. 

Were not the great Hebrew prophets 
the pioneers in the sphere of social 


-reform, and is not the Taimudic legis- 


lation in these matters many hundreds 
of vears in advance of its time ? Does 
not the history of .the Jewish com- 


munity in the Middle Ages afford 
abundant evidence of the social con- 
science of the Jew? Evidently the 
actors in: the great drama of Jewish 
history found it no impediment to the 
reaching of their goa! that they were 
obliged to play their parts against the 
backcloth of eternity. 


AS for the accusation of cowardice, 

those with insight into religious 
psychology know that the reverse 1s 
the truth. Ihe belief in the 
immortality of the soul steeled count- 
less men and women to do good in 
the face of overwhelming odds. Can 
it be said that Rabbi Akiba, R. Joshua 


ben Levi,. Maimonides, Isaac Luria, 


and Moses Chayyim Luzatto, all of 


whom placed the doctrine of immor- 


tality in the centre of their philosophy 
of life, were men of feeble souls ? 
Were the Jewish martyrs who joyfully 
gave up their lives with the Shema on 
their lips moral cowards ?- 

The best and most authoritative 
Jewish teaching on this subject does 
not encourage us to look upon Heaven 
as a sort of spiritual bank in which 
we store our good deeds against: a 
rainy day, hoping profitable divi- 
dends: but rather as a form of 
spiritiial bliss the striving for which 
ennobles our lives and refines our 
characters. Nothing can be more 
terrible or tragic than the feeling of 
futility which is bound to haunt the 
man who believes that at “ the end of 
davs “ this Universe of ours will run 
down and that all the dreams and 
achievements of the poets, the 
thinkers, the saints, the teachers, and 
the social reformers, will eventually 
vanish into nothingness. But the man 
who lives under the shadow of eternity 
measures his deeds in that light, and 
by so doing he acquires a deeper sense 


of the abiding values, and: his life. is 


enriched.

The Friday evening service 1s an 
exemplar of united worship. Here 
lads, youths, and men from London, 
Manchester, Birmingham, and New- 
castle, from large synagogues with 
choir and. from small Chevra 
shools, join in unison in praising 
God for life, for the gift of the 
Sabbath Day, for happy com- 
panionship and for disciplined 
responsibility voluntarily accepted. 


Spiritual Welfare 


Perhaps the most potent reason 
for the success of the J.L.B. camp is 
the thorough organisation for the 
spiritual and physical welfare of the 
lads. It is a laid-down policy that 


the religious needs of all at camp 


shall be encouraged and satisfied. 
A voluntary Tefillin service is a 
regular daily feature of camp life, 
and twelve worshippers, including 
officers, warrant officers, and_ lads, 
assemble each morning in a 
marquee set aside for the purpose. 
In remembering that at least half 
of the campers are under barmitz- 
vah age, the proportion of the tent 
‘community attending daily morn- 
ing service is higher than that of 
most communities in Anglo-Jewry. 

The most important daily feature in 
camp. is the Commanding Officer's 
parade and prayers. Every lad and 
N.C.O., 
rolled and aired in the sun in neat piles, 
his beret cocked at the right angle 
with proud J.L.B. badge, his shoes 
smartly cleaned, stands in orderly array 
to meet the Commanding Officer, and 
the morning parade begins with a short 


service of prayer in which all partici-

UNDER COMMUNIST RULE 


By J. 


HERE have recently appeared 
“quite a number of important 

- books on Soviet Russia 
which,.from the point of view of 
the general public and the student 
of international affairs, deserve con- 
Sideration. Little has been pub- 
lished, however, which can enable 


one to obtain. a comprehensive 
picture of the Jewish position in the 
Soviet Union and to assess 


adequately how far the equality 
which the Jew enjoys to-day in 
Communist society depends on his 
submerging his Jewish identity. Yet 
some indirect evidence is afforded 
by four such books.* 

The “Conspiracy of Silence,” 
acclaimed as an outstanding record 
of the inner mechanism of the 


Soviet secret police, is interesting 


to the Jewish reader on two counts. 
First, because the author is a Jew 
who describes the ordeal which he 
himself and other Jews have passed 
through at the hands of the Russian 
interrogators. Secondly. because he 
reveals that many of these tnterro- 
gators were themselves Jews, and 
that at no time, not even 
flicker of a second, was. contact 
established between persecutor and 
victim on that basis. Though inci- 
dental to the book, this is a startling 
revelation. It shows only too con- 
vincingly the extent of the psycho- 
logical transformation undergone 
by the Russian Jew in the service 
of the Communist State, so that 
racial affinity no longer exfsts. 


of Cracow 


Alex Weissberg, the author, 
was born in Cracow and went to 
the U.S.S.R. in the ‘thirties as an 
engineer, Arrested ‘during the 
purges of 1937 and imprisoned in 
Kharkov, Kiev, and Moscow, he 
was charged with plotting against 
Stalin. Although, after a non-stop 
interrogation of four days and four 
nights, he was made to “confess ” 
to the uncommitted crime, he later 
withdrew his confession. In 1940, 
after Albert Einstein. and several 
French Nobel prizewinners, includ- 
ing Professor . Joliot-Curie, had 
signed personal appeals to Stalin 
asking for his release—appeals 
which were left. unanswered for 
vears—he was handed over to the 
Gestapo. Eventually he was released 
in Cracow, went underground and, 
despite many vicissitudes, managed 
to survive, and has now taken up 
residence in London. 7 

Weissbergs book is above 
remarkable for the detailed descrip- 
tion of the process of mental pressure 
practised by the Soviet police, much 
more torturing than any physical mal- 
treatment. Weissberg was not only 
able to withstand his persecutors but 
eventually to outwit them. So much 
so that the interrogators accused him 
of torturing them. Even more remark- 
able is his story of.the Jewish tailor 
who, although questioned for 31 days 
and nights, was never brought to 
confess. |

Biro-Bidjan 


Walter Kolarz’s book is a valuable 
source of information and must be 
classed as a serious contribution to 
present-day knowledge on the Soviet 
Union and its policy towards the 
various nationalities within its boun- 
daries. He also devotes a “special 
chapter to the position of the Jews. 
Yet his information about Jews does 
not seem to be based on as up-to-date 
material as that on other minorities-— 
the main theme of his book. Most of 
the information which he gives deals 
with the past rather than with the 
present. One would like to know, for 
instance. how he arrives at the figure 
of 3.000.000 Jews as having perished 
on Russian territory during the war.

ANTI-JEWISH CAMPAIGN 
IN CHILE 


Community Leader in London 
By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 


Grave fears about the vicious anti 
Jewish campaign which is being con- 
ducted by sections of .the large. Arab 
community in Chile were expressed to 
me bv Mr. Isidoro Arensburg, Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Representative 


Jewish Committee of Chile and .a 
Jionist and B'nai Brith leader. who 
arrived in London recently for a 


short visit. 

The Arabs, said Mr. Arensburg. have 
been utilising their hour on the Chilean 
radio to foment anti-Jewish feeling 
They have also 
been distribuung 
anti-Jewish leaflets. 
Ihe Jews are 
accused of being 
imperialistic and 
of wanting to con- 
quer the lands of 
other pcoples. 

Some impression 
had been made on 
the general Chilean 
population by this 
propaganda, Mr: 
Arensburg sand, 
we There were also a 
Rumber of parties 
g 

in the country 
with anti-Jewish tendencies. 

Strong countcr-action was being taken 
by the Jewish community. Attempts to 
distribute anti-Jewish leaflets had been 
brought to the notice of the police. 

Mr. Arensburg expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the attitude of the Chilean 
Government and the President, Gonzales 
Videla. The Radical Party m power was 
strongly democratic, he said. 

There were about 30,000 Jews in Chile. 
Most of them lived in Santiago and Val- 
pariso. The majority were industrialists 
and merchants and their material posi- 
tion was very Satisfactory. 

The community was very Zionist- 
conscious and there was a_ strong 
Zionist organisation, Mr. Arensburg told 
me. The education department of the 
Representative Committee was also active, 
But religious life was not particularly 
Strong in the community. synagogue 
services were for the most part attended 
only by people of the older genera- 
tion while the prsg people went to 
synagogue only on Yom Kippur.

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AUSTRIAN JEWRY’S ANXIETIES 


Plight of D.P.s 


From our Correspondent 


VIENNA 
Jewish communities in the Austrian 
provinces are facing an increasingly 
difficult position. During my recent 
visit to Linz and Salzburg I had the 
opportunity of gaining _ first-hand 
experience of this. 
Linz, the capital of Upper Austria, 
before the last war was the home of 
2.500 Jews who then formed a pros- 
serous community. To-day only 50 
Austrian Jews. live there, 
gogether with 110 D.P.s who live out- 
sidc¢ the camps. 


Strong A ntisemitism 


Mr. Wilhelm Schwager. President of 
the Linz community, told me that there 
is strong antisemitism among the local 
population, and few. members of the 
community feel that they can. make a 
ermanent home there. Many would 
ike to sell their property and businesses, 
but there is an. unofficial boycott of 
potential buyers which has become more 
acute since the passing of last month's 
pro-Nazi legislation amending the resti- 
tution laws, In fact, advertisements are 
now appearing in the Ausirian: press from 
people wishing to buy real estate, con- 
taining the stipulation: “ Property as the 
result of restitution not considered.” 
This ‘position also affects strongly a 
number of people who returned here 
from Israel.to wind up their affairs and 
who find that they cannot realise their 
assets, 


Mr. Simon Wiesenthal, head of the 


local central committee, told me that 
some 1.400 Jewish D.P.s remain’ in. the 
area. 650 of them in Hallein, 388 in 


Asien, and 150 in. Parsch. Among them 
arc some people who have returned 
from Israel where they emigrated two 
years ago and who are trying to dissuade 


other D.P.s from leaving for Israel. The 
* Joint’ spends some 500,000 schillings 
(about £7,140) a month on assistance to 
camp inmates in the American zone of 
Austria, among whom there are 458 sick 
and elderly “ hard core” cases. 
Most D.P.s are hoping for permission 
to emigrate overseas, but About 60 per 
cent of the applications are being refused. 
All D.P.s who at one time served in the 
Allied Forces, including those of. the 
Soviet Union, are classed as politically 
suspect, and anyone who has incurred 
a fine or short sentence for offences 
committed during the chaotic post-war 
period is also barred ffom emigration. 


Visit to Asten Camp 


I witnessed the hopeless position of 
many of these D.P.s during a visit to 
the camp at Asten. Inmates receive an 
allowance of 200 schillings (about £3) 
a month from the Austrian authorities, 
which is barely enough to keep them 
for a week. Everywhere I went | was 


hesieged by D.P.s begging me to bring 


their plight to the notice of. public 
opinion abroad and pleading for a chance 
to Start a new existence in any country 
which would receive them. 

In Salzburg. life for the tiny com- 
munity of 100 persons, of whom only 
16 are Austrian Jews, is even harder. 
Here a new wave of antisemitism has 


been caused by the so-called Groll affair.. 


Herr Florian. Groll, a Land counsellor 
and prominent member of the Union of 
Independents (the Austrian Neo-Nazi 
Party), recently elicited a public rebuke 
from Dr. Epsy, representative of the 
State Department, United States Forces 
Headquarters in Salzburg, for a_ pro- 
Nazi speech at a public meeting. Herr 
Groll is reported to have said that 
Nazism would revive, and that Western 
Austria would. unite with Western 
Germany under a new. Fuehrer and 
would build a new Europe. The Right- 
wing political parties and press in Saiz- 


burg are incensed against what they call 


the interference in the internal affairs 
of Austria.” |

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U.S. INVESTMENT IN 
ISRAEL 


Special Z.0.A. Business 
Department 


From our Own Correspondent 


New YORK 

A special business department of the 
Zionist Organisation of America 1s to 
be established to encourage invest- 
ments by American business men 1n 
Israel. This proposal by Rabbi Irving 
Miller, the President, was adopted 
unanimously at a Z.O.A. special con- 
ference here on Monday. 

The department will make a survey of 
the business requirements of Israeli 
industries, encourage American Zionist 
business men to send delegations to Israel, 
teach Israelis American business methods, 
and encourage private enterprise in the 
State. The decision to establish the 
department was taken after Rabbi Miller 


had pointed out that efforts to encourage — 


private investments by American  busi- 
ness men in Israel had failed. 

Earlier, the new Z.0.A. programme was 
outlined by the President to the admini- 
strative committee of the conference. it 
included the formation of a commission 
on Israel and the Middle East: a depart- 
ment for a modified chalutziut of youth; 
and a department to encourage Hebrew 
language and culture. 


Mobilising Public Opinion 


The commission on the Middle East 
will seek to mobilise public opimion in 
America, especially the Senate, in favour 
of granting various kinds of assistance to 
Israel. It was stated at the conference 
that “clearly, continued assistance and 
friendship for Israel is now the corner- 
stone of American foreign policy, and 
there is every reason to expect that this 
policy will be pursued regardless of which 
party wins in November, Our belief that 
friendship between America and Israel 


will grow closer is strongly bolstered by. 


the action of Congress in voting the pro- 
gramme of financial assistance to Israel 
under the Mutual Security Act.” © 
The new. commission will establish 
branches. in all’ the large cities of the 


U.S.A, and train personnel to counteract 


Arab propaganda in America. 

It will work in conjunction with the 
American Zionist Council. 

Rabbi Miller urged the American 
Government to make.every effort to bring 
about direct. negotiations between - the 
Arab States and Israel, to conclude a 
peace settlement, and to grant military 
assistance to Israel under the Mutual 
Security Act. 


AIDING EMIGRATION FROM 
PERSIA 


- Centre for Religious Jews 
Established

TEHERAN 

A centre for religious Jews in Persia 
wishing to emigrate to Israel to engage 
in agricultural work has been é€stab- 
lished here as the result of a recent 
visit by Mr. Michael Hazani, a 
Hapoel Hamizrachi member of the 
Knesset. 

A scheme. has been inaugurated to 

benefit middle-class immigrants whereby 
each family will receive 25 dunams of 
land, a two-roomed house, and outhouses 
with a stable and chicken-run, together 
with the necessary amenities. Only half 
the cost will be defrayed by the immi- 
grant in long-term instalments. 
_ Mr. Hazani classified Persian Jewry 
into two sections: the majority, who were 
very poor, uneducated, and~ unproduc- 
tive; and the minority, who were wealthy, 
educated, and progressive. Israel, he 
said, was ready to accept both classes of 
people. Emigration to the State by the 
wealthier class, he said, would assist the 
settlement of the poorer people. 

All the poorer people, he went on, 


desired to emigrate to the State, but by 


a new regulation ailing persons or those 
incapable of working were not allowed 
to do so. The hospital and clinic run 
by the Jewish Agency and the “ Joint ”’ 
were doing fine work in helping the sick, 
thereby increasing their prospects of 
emigrating. 

He was most impressed, Mr, Hazani 
said, at the number of Jews of both 
classes attending synagogues on_ the 
Shabbat.

MEMORIALS TO YUGOSLAV JEWs

BELGRADE 


HORTLY after the Liberation 
the Yugoslav Jewish com- 
munity decided to erect monu- 

ments to the Jewish victims of 
fascism in our country. The com- 
munity considered it to be its sacred 
duty to honour in a_ suitable 
manner the 60,000 Yugoslav Jews 
who perished in the Second World 
War, either at the hands of the 
Nazis and their hirelings or in 
the fight for freedom. Those who 
died formed 80 per cent of the pre- 
war Jewish population in Yugo- 
slavia. 

Since the Liberation our small 
community, although fully occupied 


with its own rehabilitation efforts, 


has nevertheless erected 12 such 
monuments in Jewish cemeteries in 
various parts of the country They 
have all been unveiled with appro- 
priate ceremonies, in which not only 
the members of the community took 
part but also the representatives of 
the Yugoslav authorities, the Army, 
Cre. 


Five New Monuments 


Now five more memorials are to 
be unveiled: in Belgrade, for the 
Jews murdered in Serbia; in 
Zagreb, for the Jews of Croatia ; 


-in Sarajevo, for the Jews of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina ; in Novi Sad, for. 


the Jews in Vojvodina; and in 
Djakovo, where many Jewish 
women and children died in a con- 
centration camp. 

These monuments are being erected 
with the assistance of the Yugoslav 
authorities—the Serbian Govern- 
ment, for instance, contributed 
1,500,000 dinars towards the memorial 
in Belgrade. 

In addition to the representatives of 
the Yugoslav Jewish community, the 
non-Jewish public in this country will 
also be represented at the ceremonies. 
Officials of the Israeli Legation in 
Belgrade’ will represent the State of 
Israel.

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PROVINCIAL LEAD 


SUNDAY next will mark the centenary of 
the. laying of the foundation-stone, on 
August 31, 1852, of the Liverpool Hebrew 
School. This institution has made a fine 
contribution to the history of Anglo-Jewish 
education. It had its origin in a meeting 
called in December, 1840, to inquire into the 
best method of providing education for the 
children of the local Jewish poor. This 
action well exemplifies the never-failing 
Jewish devotion to this cause, for it should 
be remembered that Britain did not make 
State provision for compulsory primary 
education. until 1870, or for secondary 
education until 1902. In 1841 nine children 
were accepted as the first pupils in some 
improvised rooms, and just a century ago 
the foundation-stone was laid of the existing 
school in Hope Place. Apart from a brief 
interruption at the beginning of the last: war, 
instruction—religious and secular—has there 
been imparted to successive generations of 
Jewish children—both boys and girls—ever 
since. While this continuity of service in the 
same premises throughout, the past century 
constitutes an Anglo-Jewish school record, it 
is natural enough that the march of time 
should now demand important changes in 
the mstitution’s activities. 

At one time the influx of immigration 
from Eastern Europe filled the school to 
overflowing. . Later, with the removal of the 


‘Jewish population from.the central area of 


the city, where the school is situated, and 
with the evacuation occasioned by the last 
war, the numbers on the roll fell rapidly. 
However, more recently there has been a 
re narkable resuscitation of the school. The 
provisions Of the Education Act of 1944 
have induced the Managers to embark on 
the project of transtorming the Hope Place 
institution into a new school to be built in 
the outlying Childwall] district. Their appeal 
resulted in the sum of £50,000 being raised. 
lncreased costs in building to-day indicate 
that the community may have to find alto- 
gether about £100,000 for the building 
project’-of which, as already stated, half 
has been subseribed--and. the Managers 
feel confident that this full amount will be 
raised 

After protracted delay due to the general 
ditheulty of obtaining a Government licence 
fo fresh building, the new Hebrew 
School has now a place on the Liverpool 
Pducation Committee's building programme 
tor 19S3.- The Managers’ scheme, which has 
been approved by the Ministry of Education, 
is for the provision of schools catering for 
children from the age of four up to the time 
they are ready to enter a university. © It 
embraces a nursery class, primary school, 
secondary modern school, and secondary 
grammar school. The last two will probably 
be the first to be erected, although sites have 
been allocated at Childwall forall the 


schools. envisaged under the comprehensive 


scheme The secondary modern and 
grammar schools are known as bilateral 
schools, and will permit interchange of 
pupils as between one school and the other. 
It 1S 4 pioneer educational experiment in 
which the Ministry is keenly interested. 
This projected development of the Liver- 
pool Hebrew School should remind London 
Jewry of the good work tn this field that is 
being accomplished in the provinces. © To 
take another example, the Manchester Jews’ 
School (originally founded in 1838) has suc- 
cessfully launched an ambitious scheme of 
building atresh on another site. The 
Minister of Education last year laid the 
foundation-stone for a project which will 
eventually embrace a complete school unit 


catering for all ages, and the infants’ depart- 


ment will be opening next week. 


Of recent years in London, several volun- 
tary schools which were once household 
words in the community have ceased to 
function, while other newly founded Jewish 


has been reborn. 


schools have already established their worth. 
The trustees of the former schools and the 
representatives of the latter are now attempt- 
ing to negotiate for the Metropolitan area 
a unified scheme, which it would be inoppor- 
tune for us to discuss at this juncture. Mean- 
while, however, we can all learn much from 
the experience and example of the Liverpool 
community, whose bold and imaginative 
efforts deserve warm commendation. 


RUSSIAN JEWRY 


THE proposal to abolish — the 
Politburo has caused an outburst of specula- 
tion about other possible changes. in the 
Kremlin’s policies. The world, of course, 
hopes that, after long years of crisis, a more 
friendly and co-operative attitude between 
East and West will be established. No people 
can hope more earnestly for such a change 
than the Jews. It must always be a matter 
for the most profound regret that the Soviet 
Union, which was among the first to support 
the establishment of the State of Israel, so 
suddenly and ungenerously switched its 
attitude to one of antagonism and even 
hostility. 


In Israel the Government and people are 
still much perplexed by the Soviet Union's 
intransigent attitude in refusing to allow 
any of its 2,000,000 Jews to emigrate. Only 
about half a dozen Jews have been allowed 
to depart for Israel, and then only after 
personal appeals to STALIN. Rightly; there- 
fore, does the Israeli Government never miss 
an occasion of expressing the hope that this 
ban will be lifted and that severed families 
at least be reunited. Among foreign Jews, 
also, the Soviet attitude has alienated much 


of the sympathy which Russia had drawn to > 


herself as a result of her advocacy of Israel's 
cause. 

But the greatest disappointment and frus- 
tration has, of course, been suffered by Jewry 
in the U.S.S.R. itself; It 1s known. that, 
despite their isolation and the paucity of 
news, they are fully: conscious of what is 
going on and have the same pride that Jews 
everywhere have in the knowledge that Zion 
Like all of us they have 
been praying for it for centuries—and if in 
old Russia more fervently than elsewhere, in 


new Russia hardly less so. What must it feel | 


like to a Russian Jew who, in the face of 
realisation of this age-long dream, cannot 
even go and pay his respects to the Israeli 
Minister in Moscow without risking arrest ? 

The Communist argument that Jews in 
Russia have no need or right to claim 


national affinities outside, not even with 


Israel, breaks down where Russian interests 
are concerned. In the last few weeks we 
have published reports of how the Soviet 
Government, through their diplomatic repre- 
sentatives abroad, are claiming the foreign 
properties of deceased Jews who were 
Russian nationals. In Israel the Govern- 
ment has actually paid some million and a 
half pounds to Russia this score. 
Ostensibly the claim has been made on 
behalf of Jewish relatives living in the 
Soviet Union, although it seems doubtful 
whether such sums will go to them intact, 
if at all. The Soviet is reported to maintain 
an office in Moscow for the specific purpose 
of searching out and pursuing these claims 
abroad. It would appear that Russia is 
willing to recognise Jewish affinity only 
when it thereby derives financial benefit 
for itself: In this as well as in other matters 
affecting Jewry, particularly as regards lifting 
the present ban against emigration to Israel, 
a change in Moscow's policy is long overdue. 


AMBASSADORIAL RANK 


THE news that the QUEEN has approved 
the raising of the status of her diplo- 
matic mission in Tel Aviv from. that 
of a legation to an embassy will give 
much pleasure not only to Her Majesty's 
Jewish subjects but to Jews everywhere 
and..not.least in Israel. where the British 
connection 1s highly prized. The reciprocal 
elevation of the diplomatic missions of the 


two countries is indeed a welcome sign of 


mutual confidence and respect. The fact that 
three other Middle Eastern States receive 
similar marks of favour in no way detracts 
from the significance of the gesture shown to 
Israel, but serves to underline the importance 
which Her Majesty's Government place 
upon the whole of that part of the world. 
Moreover, the simultaneous announcement 
that the Ministers in Jordan, Lebanon, and 
Syria are also to be raised to Ambassadoria]

When one considers how Anglo-Israeli 
relations stood only four short years ago, this 
development may fairly be counted a new 
triumph for Mr. MOSHE SHARETT and for the 
Israeli Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James's. 


ORDINARY FOLK 


Mr. BERNARD BarucH is the sagacious 
adviser of President TRUMAN (as he was of 
five preceding American Presidents) and the 
close: friend of Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL. 
Yet he always delights in. calling himself 
“a private citizen.” From his famous park 
bench he has also given wise and friendly 
counsel to great numbers of his fellow- 
citizens in every walk of life. Seated upon 
his bench, Mr. BARUCH once pointed to some 
children playing in the park and said, 
“ These are my clients.” Asked on his 82nd 
birthday, which was widely celebrated in the 
U.S.A. last week, what had been his life’s 
philosophy, he quoted his father’s injunc- 


tion: “ Whatever you do, do it because it | 


will help the common:man.” In his work 
for the international control of atomic 


energy and in numberless spheres of 
philanthropic activity, Mr. BaRrucH has 


devoted his life to serving the masses of 
humanity everywhere. He has before now 
paid tribute to the moral. training he 
received from his parents, SIMON BARUCH, a 
German-Jewish tmmigrant and medical 
pioneer of public health reform, and BELLE 
BarucH (née WoLFE), a descendant of rabbis. 
The injunction of his father, from which he 
has derived lifelong inspiration, was in 
fullest accord with Jewish tradition. Con- 
sideration for the everyday welfare. of 
ordinary folk is repeatedly stressed in the 
ethical teachings and literature of Judaism. 
This attitude reveals the spiritual basis and 
Sanction of democracy. Naturally enough, 
it underlies the work of an organisation such 
as Hapoel Hamizrachi, which strives to 
harmonise Jewish religious teaching with 
social life. On page 5 appears an account 
of this movement's finely conceived scheme 
of summer holidays and congenial fellow- 
ship in the most complete Jewish surround- 
ings for families of moderate financial 
means. This regard for the general welfare 
—and not only for the more. privileged 
few—deserves to be more widely developed. 


BEYOND THE MUSEUM 


~ON page 5 will be found a description of 
the latest acquisition of the Jewish Museum 
at Woburn House. This is the beautifully 
bound Bible that was presented in 1860. by 
the Jewish ladies of Canada to General 
Sir WILLIAM CODRINGTON, Governor of 
Gibraltar, for his generous help to Jewish 
refugees. The feelings which underlay the 
presentation are shown by this excerpt from 
the inscription: “The Book we have selected 
is one which, handed down to us as God’s 
chosen people, yet forms the basis of all 
civilisation, and will yet be the bond of union 
In it we are enjoined 
most emphatically not only to love our 
brother but also the stranger.” A century 
ago, it seems to have been not unusual to 
make such presentations. These moralisings 
of the Victorian Age may now appear some- 
what pretentious and self-conscious, but they 
at least testify to the influence then exercised 
by the Scriptures upon thought and practice. 
It is important that we should continue to 
feel the living inspiration of the Bible, and 
not be content merely to gaze upon it in the 
showcase of exhibition or museum. Does the 
present-day generation of Anglo-Jewry do 
all it should to expound the teachings of our 
Scriptures for these modern times? Within 
a stone's throw of Woburn House, the Mary 
Ward Settlement is organising, during the 
coming autumn session, a “ Leisure Time ” 
course for adults on “The Bible in a 
Scientific Age.” L.C.C. evening courses in 
Biblical studies are also advertised for 
Perhaps, one day, a 
concourse of both Jews and non-Jews will] be 
attracted to Woburn House to hear the 
perennial message of the Hebrew prophets 


being expounded by Anglo-Jewish scholars 
and sages.

STUDY ON SUICIDE 


Suicide. By Emite Durkuein. 
& Kegan Paul. 25s. Outled ge

Durkheim's study on suicide was landmarl 
in sociological literature when it firs; appeared 
some fifty years ago. It has since become . 
model of what a sociological study should ‘es 
and it is gratifying that it is at lasi available 
in an English translation.

discussed in terms of a meaningless psvcho- 
logical jargon. It was regarded as a purely 


personal problem, an individual act conditioned 
by emotional difficulties. A few investigator 
under the influence of the crude materiglicn 
that reached its climax towards the end of the 
last century, sought to explain suicide in terms 
of such obvious physical agencies as climate 
seasonal variations in temperature. and physicai 
types of body build. Durkheim broke’ with 
both schools. 

He insisted on the social nature of the ag 
of suicide, for he showed that suicide has. , 
frequency of its own in different countries. and 
at different cultural levels. Sex. marital statys. 
occupation, religion, and many other social 


' criteria determine the rate of suicide. so thay 


while an individual factor could not be ignored. 
it was merely the precipitating Cause against a 
larger background. He also extended the con- 
cept of suicide to include different acts tha 
are not normally ‘regarded as a voluntary ending 
of life. Self-neglect, or the undertaking of-g 
dangerous mission. which may end in death. 
were to him merely other aspects of a feeble 
will to continue to live. 


Self-Preserving Agencies 


‘With his broad approach he could fit volun- 
tary self-destruction into clear psychological 
patterns, the most significant of which was an 
individual's inability to fit into a given societ\ 
He regarded disciplined communities as. the 
most potent of self-preserving agencies. and jt 


was thus that he stressed the protective influence | 


of both Catholicism and Judaism. whose adher- 
ents showed the lowest rate of Suicide. Himself 
a member of a Franco-Jewish family that had 
contributed much to French life. he could dis- 
miss cursorily vague concepts like race. His 
Statistical methods were crude, his psychology 
only a little better than the prevalent theories, 
his genetics rudimentary ; but his wide approach, 
historical probing. and detailed analysis of 
available data, all produced a coherent view 
where his predecessors were. fumbling with 
isolated features. His study on suicide was his 
most convincing plea for sociological methods 
and explanations for social acts. 

Its least satisfactory aspect was the remed) 
he proposed. Rather inconsequently he sug- 
gested occupational organisations to replace the 
waning influences of family life and religion. In 
this he merely reflected a contemporary attitude 
which was to give a few years later the syndr 
calism of Georges Sorel and the Guild socialism 
of Orage and Cole—a movement that reached 
its culmination the political swindle ol 
Mussolini's corporate State. 


AMERICAN POLICY 


American Foreign Policy. By Hans J; 


MORGENTHAU. Methuen. 18s.

A product of pre-Nazi Germany. Professor 
Morgenthau has been a resident in the United 
States since 1937, and now occupies an impor 
tant position in the great University of C hicage. 
He combines real understanding of the Amerr 
can scene with the detachment of his origina! 

And to both qualities 
he adds an appreciation of the historical process 
which has led to the present situation. Hi 
excellent book will probably command even 
wider applause in this country than it received 
in the United States, It suggests that American 
foreign policy has tendencies towards 
mentalism and the taking up of moral atpitudes 
which are a poor substitute for a realistic Con 
sideration of the nation’s own interests and 
more likely to lead to war.

In other words, he overlooks the fa 
that Britain is not just a crowded and vulnerable 
island, but the centre of a world-system. H0* 
long will it take Americans to hear abou! the 
Commonwealth?

JEWISH COMMUNITIES IN GERMANY 


HERE were 600,000 Jews in 
Germany before Hitler came 
to power. There are about 
21,000 now. The lowest point, 
however, seems to have been 
passed. Though during the last 
twelve months 5,000 more Jews left 
the country or died than returned 
Or were born, the trend has been 
reversed since the beginning of this 
year. Those who wanted to go to 
Israel or were able to get a visa to 
another country have left during the 
past seven years; since the expira- 
tion of the American D.P. Act at 
the end of last year, emigration to 
the United States has almost come 
to an end: so has emigration to 
most other overseas countries. 
Some of those who-remain are 
the hopeless cases who can find no 
country to accept them, either for 
reasons of health or because they 


. do not possess the skills and other 
qualifications 


demanded by the 
country of their choice. The others 
are those who have made up their 
minds to stay in Germany. Not all 


of them will necessarily stay for 


good—-some may want to see how 
things develop, both in. Germany 
and in Israel : some have come back 
to make use of their blocked 
accounts. received in restitution 
proceedings and may leave again 
once they. have exhausted . their 
funds. 


Return of the Elderly 


On the other hand, some who 
regained possession of their old 
were reinstated in 
their former ‘positions may be 
expected to stay. And last but not 
least, many old people who could 
not establish roots their. ‘new 
countries have come back to die in 
Germany. 

The predominance of old people 
is the most characteristic and most 
difficult feature of the Jewish com- 
munities in-Germany. Almost a 
quarter of the Jewish population is 
over 65 years old; the average age 
is more than 55. There are not 
nearly enough homes to take care

of these old people, who have no 
means of support other than the 
small pensions granted to victims of 
fascism. If the Jewish communi- 
ties and, above all, the American 
Joint Distribution Committee, did 
not supplement these pensions, the 
misery among old people would be 
greater still. Only a minority of 
the Jews now living in Germany 
are able to earn a living, and very 
few are sufficiently well paid to be 
able to contribute substantially to 
the financial burden the Jewish 
communities have to shoulder, 

There are now just over a hundred 
Jewish communities left in Germany. 
some of them consisting of only one 
or families. Only four have 
more than -1,000 members: Berlin 
with 6,000, Munich with 2.700. and 
Frankfort and Hamburg with just over 
1,000 each. 


Life in Berlin 


The Berlin. community ranges 
across the Soviet. and the Western 
sectors, a unique feature in- present- 
day Germany, where the dividing line 
cuts through evérvthing. . But nobody 
can tell how long this unity can’ be 
maintained in view of the recent 
Russian drive to make the. division 
between East and West quite Water- 
tight. 

Very. little is Known about Jewtsh 
life in the Eastern Zone proper. There 
are seven communities listed, with an 
estimated membership of 1,000. 

So far, Berlin has been the onl, 
city with a Jewish life worth © the 
name ; it even has one Orthodox and 
one Liberal rabbi. In the rest.-of 
Germany the communities. are too 
small and financially too weak to 
develop much activity... The whole of 
the British Zone of Germany. for 
instance, has only one rabbi. About 
six rabbis serve all the scattered com- 
munities in the American and French 
Zones.

Most of the sur- 
viving German Jews owe their. lives 
to the fact that thev had contracted 
marriages.

hid them that they make

FASCINATING religious 
problem revolving round the 
blue thread of the (zitzit 1s 

receiving renewed attention in 
Israel and is capturing the imagina- 
tion of scholars. The story of the 
search for the pyil tchelet and the 
controversy which followed make 
a remarkable chapter in Jewish 
religious history. 


Rabbi and Chemist 


According to ancient law the 
tzitzit should have seven strands of 
white and one strand of blue. This 
is one of the mitzvot which had to 
be fulfilled whether the Jews lived 
in Eretz Yisrael or in the Diaspora. 

How. then, has it happened that for 
manv hundreds of vears no Jew wore 
the blue thread on his ¢zitzit and 
tallit? The blue covering must come 
from the sea fish named in Talmudic 


literature 7779M, and no other source 


is permissible, It seems that gradually 
the process of obtaining the colouring 
was forgotten and the Jews wore 
tritzit. without the psil tchelet.— 

In the time of the Amoraim a 
section of the people still wore the 
tchelet. And it seems that Maimonides 
knew the secret of extracting the tinc- 
ture. Many centuries elapsed before 
the problem was again tackled, with 
remarkable consequences. 

Over 65 years ago the Raziner Rav 
of Poland. Rabbi Gershon Leiner, 
who was not only one of the Geonim 
of his age but also a clever chemist, 
undertook the extraordinarily difficult

task of discovering the secret of the 


psil. tchelet. He left his home, and 
for several months wandered about 
the shores of the Mediterranean in 
search of the’ Chalazon. The Rav, 
who had become an expert on marine 
life and was familiar with ancient as 


well as modern authors,. including 
Darwin, eventually succeeded 


locating ‘the Chalazon and brought 
specimens back to Poland. 

This was only the beginning of his 
task. He at first turned to scientists 
in Russia for: help in obtaining the 
blue tincture from the Clalazon, but 
he had in the end to undertake the 
work himself. The blood of the 
Chalazon is black, but the ancient 
Jews knew the secret of turning 1t 
into the special kind of blue needed 
for psil tchelet. 

It. was thjs secret that the Ray had 
to discover. He carried out numerous 
experiments, and one day the Jewish 
world was startled by the announce- 
ment that after an interval of many 
hundreds of vears the psil tchelet 
could again be worn by Orthodox Jews. 


Scholars Disagree 


But the. announcement provoked 
much controversy. Many of the great 
Jewish scholars of the age expressed 
themselves as opposed to some extent 
to the introduction of the new psil 
tchelet. They included the famous 
Gaon, Rabbi Yeshua, of Kutno, and 
Rav. Yitzchak Elchanan Spector. 
Other scholars cited passages in the 
Cabbala, which, according to them, 


showed that it was not binding on . 


Jews to wear psil tchelet while in the 
Diaspora. Supporters of the Raziner 
Rav pointed out that no _ positive 
reason had been given why the Jewish 
world should not make use of the 
Ravs discovery. Some scholars 


expressed doubt whether the fish found 
by the Rav was identical with the 


the historic. Chalazon. 


Ihe controversy raged’ for a con- 
siderable time: but only the Raziner 
and. Umaner Chassidim (undertook 
to wear the blue thread as coloured 
from the tincture obtained from the 
Chalazon. The Umaner Chassidim 
are. the. followers. of the :Rabb; 
Nahman of Brazlav. - To-day they are 
known as the “ Toitei Chassidim,” as 
thev have had no Ray since the death 
of this sage. 


Secret Lost Again 


The Raziner Rav wrote three books 
on the subject of psil tchelet. He 
pointed out that the process of obtain- 
ing the required. tincture from the 
Chalazon was very expensive. The 
non-Jewish world had also used the 


dve jin. ancient times. but. had 
eventually found other. means of 
obtaining a similar blue. The Jews, 


being driven from one country to 
another, must have found the cost ol 
obtaining . required colouring 
heyond their means. | 

The colouring obtained from the 
Chalazon was known in ancient times 
as royal blue, the Rav pointed out. 
It was claimed for it that it never 
faded, and it was, therefore, excep- 
tionally expensive. The Egyptian 
kings were buried in garments which 
had been coloured with this blue. 

A little workshop was established 
near the residence of the Raziner Rav, 
and until the Second World War the 
Chassidim were able to obtain psil 
tchelet. [he Raziner Chassidim 
could immediately be distinguished in 
pre-war Poland by their ¢zitzit and 
tallitim. Following the Nazi invasion 
of Poland, the Rav of Razin, the 
grandson of the discoverer, died a 


herorc death, and with .him perished 
all those associated with his residence. 
including the people who had been 
employed. in’ the workshop... With 
their death the secret of the © psil 
tchelet was again lost. 

However, Raziner Chassidim in 
Israel, led by the former Mayor of 
Jerusalem, Mr. S. Z. Shragai, under- 
took to rediscover the secret. As the 
details of the process had heen, lost. 
the Chassidim had to beein all over 
again the expermments carried out 65 
years before by their Ray hev also 
turned to Israeli. scientists: but 
apparently no progress was made unt) 
the arrival of a chemist from Russia. 
He began experiments on. his own. 
and triumphantly announced that he 
had discovered the PFOCEsSs Recently. 
in the presence of Mr. Shragai. «an 
historical experiment took place. A 
strand was dipped in- the blood of the 
Chazalon, and, to the joy of the Chas- 
sidim, when the thread was taken out 
it was seen to possess that pectilia: 
biue-green associated with psil tchelet. 


Tzitzit from Jerusalem 


[he other day there arrived in the 
house of. a London rabbi a_ parce! 
from the former Mayor of Jerusalem. 
Inside the parcel was a roll of blue 
strands, The rabbi needed no explana- 
tions. The strands were the psil 
tchelet of 1952. 

_ But apparentiy the end of the story 
is not yet. Oniv a few days ago 
Professor William Bradiev. head of 
the Department of Colour Chemistry 
and Dyeing at Leeds University, was 
reported to have received six baby 
octopuses from the Chief Rabbi of 
Israel, Dr. Herzog, with a request that 
he should carry out experiments to 
obtain the Biblical dve. The ink sacs 
in the octopuses are to be examined by 
a spectrophotometer at the University. 
So Chassidim and scientists unite to 
tackle one of Jewry's most intriguing 
probiems.

ALLEGATION OF REFORM DENIED 
Statements by Manchester Rabbis 


From our Correspondent 


MANCHESTER 
Some criticism aroused by the recent 
proposals of Dr. Altmann, Manchester 


Communal Rabbi, for the shortening | 


and improvement of synagogue ser- 
vices, has now been followed by a 
statement issued by Dr. Altmann and 
a resolution passed at a meeting of the 
Association of Rabbis and Ministers 
of Manchester and District. 

Dr. Altmann’s statement ts as follows: 

“The Rules and Regulations devised 
by the Communal Rabbi, in conjunction 
with the Manchester Association of 
Rabbis and Ministers, represent .in no 
way a departure from the Orthodox form 
of service. They remain. strictly within 
the limits of both Din and traditional 
Minhag,. and their. sole’ purpose .is_ to 
endow the services with a greater Measure 
of discipline and decorum. They are 


already, for the most part, in force in. 


some of our local synagogues, In some 
instances they merely restore the strict 
Orthodox. practice where synagogues had 
left.1t in abeyance. 

“It should be made clear that these 
Rules and Regulations have met. with the 
full sanction and wholehearted approval 
of the Chief Rabbi, who has pointed out 
that they are identical. in most parts, with 
thase laid down in the by-laws of. the 
Uniied Svnagogue, London. It should be

The resolution which the Association 
of Rabbis and Ministers adopted unani- 
mously, at.a meeting on Monday, stated 
that the Association “deplores the 
unwarranted attacks made on its scheme 
for the improvement of decorum and 
reverence at our services, and. fully sup- 
ports the Communal Rabbi in his efloris 
to implement this scheme.” 


“ Disservice to Orthodoxy ” 


The resolution goes. on: “* As the Com- 
munal Rabbi has made it clear, there 1s 
no trace of: ‘Refermism’ in the 
measures advocated, and those who have 
sought to -affix to them the label of 
‘Reform’ have rendered a distinct dis- 
service to the cause of Orthodoxy in this 
country.”

MANCHESTER 


Children of the Manchester Jews’ 
School will on Monday be having 
lessons under their own roof for the 
first time in over ten years, For the 
first part of the new building being 
erected at Wilton Polygon, to replace 
the one which was blitzed during the 
war. has now been completed, and the 
Infants’ School (for children from five 
to seven years) has been transferred 
from its temporary home at the 
Waterloo Road School. 

The school, a bright and airy building, 
gaily painted in red, white, yellow, and 
powder-blue, is sure to delight the 200 
little ones. They will immediately be 
attracted by the cactus house, built .at 
their entrance to the school, and by the 
sand-pit and paddling pool. Their mothers 
will be pleased by the heated coat-rails 
in the cloakrooms: on a wet day the 
infants’ coats and hats will have dried ty 
the time they are ready to leave. 


Overtiow Cc lasses 


So many applications have been made 
from children wishing to enter the school 
that extra classrooms have had to be pro- 
vided for them at the Higher Crumpsall 
Synagogue, which is opposite the school. 
A special full-time teacher been 
appointed to give religious and Hebrew 
instruction. These lessons will be incor- 
porated in the normal time-table. 
headmistress will be Miss Vitofsky, who 


was the headmistress of the school at’ 


Waterloo Road. 

In another year the seven- to cleven- 
vear-olds. will be joining the -younger chil- 
dren. Permission has been recetrved for 
the building of their part of the school 
and this will start in October. This 
extension. will accommodate another 200 
children. It will have kitchens, for 
supplying the: whole school, as well as 


sending meals to. other schools tn the 
area. 
By 1953 the only children remaining 


at the Waterloo Road school wall be those 
above the age of 11, and the Manchester 
Education Committee hopes that by 1954 
will be able to start building a 
secondary. modern school for them at the 
Polygon. This will mean that within a 
few years the Jewish community will have 
a complete school unit catering. for all 
ages. . It will cost £160,000 for the com- 
plete unit. The community is being asked 
to contribute £75,000; £10,000 has been 
received .from the. Nathan. Laski Trust 
Fund.

Liverpool City Council's 
Objections 


From our Correspondent 


LIVERPOOL 

A Government inspector held a 
public inquiry, at the Municipal 
Annexe on Wednesday. of last week. 
into a recent decision of the Liverpool 
City Council declaring that the occu- 
pation by the Four Seasons Jewish 
Social Club, of premises at\3. Lance 
Lane, contravened a section of the 
Town and Country Planning Act on 
the ground that such occupation con- 
Stituted a change of use in respect. of 
the premises for which the necessary 
sanction, as required by the Act. had 
not been obtained. 

The inspector also heard objections by 
groups of neighbouring residents, who 
maintained that too much noise and 
inconvenience were being created by the 


club’s use of the premises. 
Evidence was submitied on behalf of ' 


the Corporation of Liverpool to the effect 
that. the premises were situated in a 
development area, and that their use by. 
the club would militate against the suc- 
cess of the Corporation’s development 
plans. 

The case for allowing the club to enjoy 


occupation of the premises was presented | 


by Mr. S. Brayde, its Hon. Secretary and 
Hon. Solicitor.’ 

Before concluding inquiry the 
inspector, accompanied by the Corpora- 
uuon’s Deputy Town Planner. and the 
Treasurer of the club. (Mr. Marcus 
Nagley), visited the premises. He stated 
his decision would be made known. in 
due course. 

The Four Seasons Jewish Social Club 


was founded in 1949 and had no. perma- « 


nent headquarters until it rented the 
Lance Lane premises in May, 1951.

‘Chief Rabbi’s Ruling 
From Mr. EDWARD F. IWI 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sin—No one who is fair-minded 
ought rashly to accuse me of being 
disrespectful to the office of Chief 
Rabbi, if they will recall that at one 
time | challenged the action of the 
then Honorary Officers of the United 
Synagogue, who, by telegram, counter- 
manded Chief Rabbj Hertz’s directions 
to his ministers, 

Accordingly, when I criticise one 
action of the present occupant of that 
high office I do so with much regret

duty. The recent ruling of the Chief 
Rabbi, concerning the pronunciation 
of Hebrew to be used in the United 
Synagogues, as distinct from. express- 
ing his preference, which might or 
might not be acceptable to the con- 
gregations concerned, causes me to 
inquire into the basis on which ‘this 
ruling Was given. | 
Clause 5 to Schedule of 
United Synagogue Act, 1870, states 
that the objects of the United Syna- 


gogue are (inter alia) “ Carrying on 


it London and its neighbourhood, 
places of worship for persons of the 
Jewish religion who conform to. the 
Polish or German ritual.” 
tion whether there is to’ be a fixed or 
rigid pronunciation js not stated in 
Clause 5. and, in fact, it would be 
difficult to have done so, because the 
Polish and German pronunciations 
varied. Clause 3. of the Deed: -of 
Foundation and frust, 1871, provides: 

* The Form of. Worship in each of the 
constituent Synagogues, and all religious 
observances in the constituent Syna- 
gogues, and all matters connected: with 
the religious administration of the United 
Synagogue, and of iis subsidiary charities, 
shall, subject to the provision in_ the 
Scheme requiring. such form of worship 
to be in accordance with the Polish or 
German ritual. be under the supervision 
and conirol of the Chief. Rabbi.” 

I contend that the pronunciation of 
the Hebrew to be used in. the syna- 
gogue is not covered by the words of 
the Deed of Foundation and Trust, 
which relate to the “Form of Wor 
ship.” [here are many who, 
myself, believe that neither Clause 5 
to the Scheme nor Clause. 3 to the 
Deed were ever intended to lay down 
any rigid form of pronunciation. The 
Chief Rabbi has, as yet. not disclosed 
whether he rules that pronunciation 
is “ritual” or “ Form of. Worship.” 
It is hoped that he will issue a further 
statement on the matter and elucidate 
this point... Alternatively, he might 
feel disposed to. reconsider the basis 
of his decision and reissue it as an 


expression of his wishes to guide con-_

It ys clearly as undesirable for the 
Council: of the United Synagogue. to 
usurp the functions of the Chief Rab- 
binate as it is for the Chief Rabbinate 
to usurp the functions of the Council 
of the United Synagogue.

Co-operation Urged 
To the Editor of THe JEwitsH CHRONICLE 
From Professor S. BRODETSKY 


Sin,—Many of your readers must 
have been made very unhappy by the 
correspondence in your columns 
between the Anglo-Jewish Association 
and the World Jewish Congress. There 
is nothing more . humiliating than 
the sight of Jewish organisations 
quarrelling over their status and 
prestige. When I was President of the 
Board of Deputies, first during the 
tragic Hitler period and then during 
the difficult Palestine situation, 1 did 
everything possible in order to get the 
different Jewish bodies to meet and to 
co-operate, and refused to allow dis- 
cussion about them, because Jews had 
more vital jssues to deal with. 

Perhaps things are easier now, but 
| have no intention of entering such a 
fray, I would only point out to. the 
Hon. Ewen Montagu that he cannot 
deprive the W.J.C. of its rather exten- 
sive area of activities; on the other 
hand, | am surprised at Mr. Baum's 
remarks about the sudden discover) 
of Israel by the A.J.A. I am delighted 
at the conversions that have taken 
place on this question, and all Jews 
should rejoice at the phenomenon of 
Jewish unity over Israel, — 

l am. writing to you because both 
Mr. Montagu’s last letter and Mr. 
Baum’s last reply contain positive 
suggestions which should be examined, 
The problem is twofold. First, there 
are Jewish. bodies in different 
countries ; secondly, there are Jewtsh 
organisations the same country 
which impede one another's activities. 
and both the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion and the World Jewish Congress 
sin im this respect in regard to the 
Board of Deputies. on which members 
of both are very well represented. 

I know. the W.J.C. attitude towards 
this matter, but it js one which Jews 
in this country cannot accept: the 
history of the last ten years is full of 


instances of interference by the 
W.J.C. in Jewish affairs inthis 
country. . In fact, the Plenary Assem- 


bly has acted on matters affecting this 
country without the specific authority 
of the body representing the Jews of 
this country. In any case the Board 
of Deputies cannot be run by an inter- 
national body which meets in New 
York, or even in London-——because 
British Jews must themselves decide 
the policy of the Board of Deputies. 
whether about the status of Jews in 
Britain or about the action of the 
Board concerning Jews elsewhere. As 
for Mr. Montagu’s opinion about a 
“ supranational authority” dealing 
with * secular politics,” the fact is that 
the A.J.A. has in the past accepted this 
with, I believe, complete satisfaction. 
Thus at the Peace Conference in Paris 
in 1946 I succeeded in getting al// the 
Jewish bodies from many different 
lands and inside any. one land to 
co-operate, even to the extent of pre- 
senting one common memorandum. 
and working through common com- 
mittees. 

I regret that after Paris the W.AC. 
agreed to such co-operation over the 
peace treaties with Germany and with 
Austria, but 
unfortunately, international develop- 
ments have not encouraged much 
co-operation by Jews in regard:to the 
German or Austrian peace problems. 

Mr. Montagu refers to the co-opera- 
tion. of the Consultative Council of 
Jewish Organisations. I must say that 


on behalf 


not on other matters: 


we Jews are makjng ourselves foolish 
in the eyes of non-Jews on the 


question of consultation with the 


Ecosoc. One needs to be a great 
expert to know how many. Jewish 
“international ” bodies exist for this 
purpose, and what names they have 
chosen for themselves. 

Let Jewish organisations forget 
prestige and think more about the 
needs of Jewry. Let some effort be 
made to repeat the Paris experience, 
and set up a united Jewish representa- 
tion on matters dealing with the fate 
and happiness of Jews in so many 
different lands.

THE AJ.A.’s TASK 
From Mr. ROWLAND LANDMAN 


Sir,—I hesitate to continue the 
correspondence on the subject of the 


W.J.C., but, as Mr. Montagu is 
abroad, | feel I cannot allow Mr. 
Baum’s irritated statements inaccu- 


rately to inform your readers. 

From its inception the A.J.A. took 
upon itself the task of helping Jews 
wherever they might be, if at.any time 


they suffered because they were Jews. 


At no time has the A.J.A. ever asked 
that. its opinion and actions. be 
accepted as representing anyone any- 
where except itself. It is one thing 
to be always ready to help fellaw-Jews, 
and another to claim to represent 
them whether they like it or not. 

The A.J.A.- has always been ready 
to co-operate with Jewish communi- 
ties and Jewish organisations from any 
part of the world. It strongly 
opposed to any form of permanent 
international body as the mouthpiece 
of all Jews everywhere, and it repu- 
diates the claim of the W.J.C. to 
represent 44 Jewish communities. 
far as this claim is concerned, it would 
be interesting to know on what basis 
they claim to represent the Anglo- 
Jewish community and how they 
obtained this mandate. 

So far as the C.C.J.O. is concerned, 
the -A.J.A. links -rself with the 
American Jewish Committee and the 
Alliance _Israélite Universelle — of 
France on. specific problems which 
affect the work of Uno. It 1s a purely 
consultative arrangement and does not 
permit any of the organisations in any 
part of the world to issue statements 
of, say. an. international 
Jewish community, or any other 
Jewish communities. Wherever the 
A.J.A. has made representations to 
the Government of this country on 
problems affecting Jews in any part 


the world it has done so in order 


to alleviate their suffering or. dis- 
ability, 
There has never been any need for 
a permanent international body on 
Jewish affairs. There often is need 
for international consultation. and that 
car. always be arranged. And if the 
W.J.C. would agree to co-operate 
seriously on matters affecting Jewish 
interests at Uno and would put the 
safeguarding of such interests above 
prestige considerations, they could, 
with other Jewish bodies, make a 
material contribution in this field.

recognition of his Government and. of 
all that it stands for. 

It was a sad reflection on the Jewish 
mentality when the South. African 
Board of Deputies decided some time 
ago to co-operate with the Nationalists 
in return for the doubtful. privilege 
of. the Jews being admitted into the 
Nationalist Party. — It was quite in the 
age-old TYE" TO spirit. which is a 
familiar feature in our history. 

In the case of the South African 
community there may have been some 
justification on grounds of expediency, 
but what possible reason could there 
have been for sthe Joint Chief Rabbi 
of Israe] to demonstrate his recogni- 
tion of a régime that is as reactionary 
as it 1s Oppressive ? 

The. Nationalist. Government in 
South Africa is pursuing a. policy that 
is based on the forcible relegation of 
the majority of the inhabitants of. the 
Union. to a life of servility;- poverty, 
and ignorance. We Jews must récog- 
nise in this policy, largely based on 
the bestial: philosophy of the Nazis. 
the philosophy which precipitated the 
greatest tragedy in our history. 

We have experienced too fully the 
force of this ugly racial policy. .not 
to recognise in it a danger, not only 
to the African and Asian. peoples but 
equally to ourselves and the rest of 
humanity. 

When fellow-human beings are 
persecuted and oppressed, we Jews 
dare not remain silent or indifferent. 
We have to share their sufferings and 
their humiliation’: and we must with- 
hold all recognition from the Govern- 
ment responsible, until such time as it 
restores human rights to all its sub- 
jects, -irrespective of .race, creed, or 
colour.

RASHI 
By “ AUNTIE ” 


OT very long ago I talked to 

you about two of our greatest 
jewish poets, Jehuda Halevi 

and Ibn Gabirol. Both of them were 
absorbed in the study of Hebrew 
literature and- both wrote beautiful 
verses and elegies which are included 
in our prayer books for Yomtov. To- 
day, | want to tell you about Rashi, 
4 man whose studies were bound up 
with ‘the Brble and the Talmud and 
who gave all his thought to the teach- 
ing of traditional Jewish literature. - 
Rashi, whose name, because of his 
commentaries on the Bible and Tal- 
mud, remains a household word 


among Jews, derived that name from. 


the initials of "235—Rabbi 
Solomon. of the family of Isaac. He 
was born in 1040 in Troyes, a town 
in the north of France, on the very day 
that Hai Gaon died, thus exemplifying 
the words of the Talmud, “ When one 
star is extinguished in Israel, another 
star rises on the horizon.” 


Taught by his Father 


A thorough grounding in the Bible 
and Talmud was given by his father 
to Rashi, and when he was sufficiently 
advanced in his studies, he was sent 
to the towns of Worms and Mayence 
on the River Rhine. These were the 
principal centres of Talmudic learning 
in those days now-that the colleges 
at Babylon had come to an end. At 
the age of 25 he returned to Troyes 
and was appointed Rabbi at the col- 
leee. His learning, his modesty, and 
sentle manners won him: approval from 
all. While still a young man, he was 


consulted by government scholars; and’ 


people wrote to him, submitting ques- 
tions on many topics for a solution.

Like all other eminent Rabbis he 
accepted no salary, supporting himself 
and his family by cultivating a vine- 
yard. (As you all know, Troyes is 
in Champagne, a district specially 
famous for wine.) | 

Rashi was a most lovable man, and 
a practical man, and one of his chief 
characteristics as a teacher and com- 
mentator was brevity. One story has 
Wt that when he was ill on one occa- 
sion, and unable to continue with his 
commentary on the Talmud, his grand- 
son offered to write on his behalf. But 
when Rashi recovered, and examined 
what his grandson had written, he 
smilingly weighed the sheets of paper 
in his hand and said: “If you were 
to write a commentary on the whole 
Talmud your completed work would 
fill a cart.” 

Rashi’s love of truth and_ his 
modesty were such that when he did 
not grasp the meaning of any passage. 
he did not hesitate to say : “I cannot 
understand,” or do. not know.” 
recognised his own limitations and 
sometimes said that he wished he 
could do his work all over again. 

If you are interested in knowing 
more adout the works of Rashi. | 
would like to commend to you two 
little booklets issued by the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education. 
One is called “ First Stens in Rashi.” 
and the other just “ Rashi.” They are 
issued under the editorship of Dr.

Judgment Upheld by 
ords 


The House of Lords has ; 
decision from the Court of Apne. 
Appeal 
in favour of Mr. Joseph Aaron Litt- 
man, a property dealer, who had Suc. 
cessfully appealed against a judgment 
in the courts in February, 195}. 

The appellant taxpayer was 4 dealer 
in properties, It was his practice to 
obtain leases of properties, and then 60 
far as possible to relet each property at 
a rent higher than the rent which he 
himself was paying for it. 

At the time material to this case fy 
owned 28 leasehold properties and hag 
sublet 23 at a profit rental ; of the remaip. 
ing five he had relet two at rents lower 
than those which he was paying, ang 
three he had not relet at all. He was 
assessed for income tax on the profits 
derived from the 23 properties relet at 
excess rents, in accordance with S. {§ (1) 
of the Finance Act, 1940, but he claimed 
to be entitled by S. 27 (1) of the Finance 
Act, 1927, to set off against the profits 
so assessed the amount of the loss which 
he had incurred in respect of the other 
five properties. The Special Commis. 
sioners held that he was not so entitled. 
and their decision was confirmed by Mr. 
Justice Wynn-Parry. 


Tax Payer’s Appeal 
The tax-payer appealed in June, 195], 


ipheld 


and it was held by Lord Justices Coheq’ 


and Singleton that the acquiring of each 
lease by the appellant and the manage. 
ment and reletting of the property so 
leased constituted a “ transaction ” within 
the meaning of S. 27 (1) of the Finance 
Act, 1927; and that the appellant. was 
entitled to set off the loss incurred ip 
connection with. the five leases 
the profit made on the 23 leases. 

Lord Justice Jenkins, dissenting. stated 
that S. 27 (1) of ‘the Finance: Act, 1927. 
had no. application for that section con- 
cerned profit and loss in the commercial 
sense, and that the *' excess” computed 
in accordance with S. 15 of: the Finance 
Act. 1940, having no necessary: relation 
to any commercial profit.. was not a 
profit’ within §. 27 (1) of the Act of 
1927. 

The Appeal was allowed and the Court 
ordered that the decision of the Com: 
missioners for the Special Purposes. of 
Leave 
was given the Respondent to lodge an 
Appeal to the House of Lords 

The hearing began in the Lords on 
June 10. 1952, Mr. Harry Kelton Barron 
(H.M. Insnector of Taxes) apnearing as 
the Appellant and Mr. J. A. Littman as 
Respondent. After five sitting days 


the Court. gave its decision on July 3] 


when the judgment of the Appeal! Court 


was upheld.

REVITALISING ZIONISM IN WEST EUROPE 


Closer Franco-British 
Ties Urged 


From our Own Correspondent 


PARIS 

The establishment of closer tes 
between the British and French Zionist 
movements, as the first step towards a 
major campaign to revitalise Zionism 
throughout Western Europe, was dis- 
cussed at a meeting here this week of 
the European Secretariat of the World 
Zionist Organisation Actions Commit- 
tec. Dr. S. Levenberg. head of the 
Jewish Agency in London, presided, 


and among those present were M. 
Marc Jarblum. President of the 
French Zionist Federation, Mr. L. 


Bakstansky, Secretary-General of the 


Zionist. Federation of Great Britain, 
and M. M. Topiol, of France. 
Detailed reports. from all Zionist 


Federations in burope, studied at the 
meeting, disclosed an unchecked drift 
from Judaism and a general sense of 
confusion and despondency among 
Jewnuh communities whose numbers were 


depleted under the Nazi occupation. 
“ Qur best hope of remedying that situa- 
tion,” declared Dr. Levenberg in an inter- 
view, “lies in an Anglo-French Zionist 
partnership.” 

The French Zionist Federatron may 
shorily follow the British example and 
open an office in Israel and also set up 
an Association of French Immigrants in 
Israel for the benefit of the immigrants 
themselves and to serve as a link with 
French Jewry. 

The meeting finally considered a 
scheme for the establishment throughout 
Furope of personal advice bureaux for 
Jews interested in migration to Isracl. 
Mr. J. Recht. Paris representative of the 
Jewish Agency Aliyah Depariment, 
reported that the present rate of emigra- 
tion to Israel from the whole of Europe 
was 300 a month, which, he said, could 
be increased only if intending settlers 


received personal attention. 


Proposals to call a conference of Euro- 
pean Zionists and of North African 
Zionists are to be included in a “ master 
plan” for a new and more dynamic 
approach to Zionism in the Galut, which 
the European Secretariat will submit to 
the plenary session of the 4ctons Com- 
mittee in Jerusalem in November.
